Fatalities will become rare 
cease, when every person who t 
the streets, afoot or driving, does so wi 
clear consciousness of the danger always 
lurking there. The tragic recc of the 
last nine months should shock the people 
of the city into recognition that this danger 
really exists.

Substantial savings in freight charges to Canadian cities | 
will result from an application made by the City of Edmon- 


ton and granted by the Board of Transport Commissioners | 
in a recent judgment. ‘ 


On the advice of N. F. Judah, 
freight traffic adviser to the city, 


application was made to the 
Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners for a reduction in the 
freight rate on street railway 


tickets, transfers, and amusement 
tickets, 


The city of Edmonton, in a 
written brief submitted that the 
freight rate should be on a third 
class freight basis 
first class rate in operation. 
board, in its judgment, held that 
the city’s submission was correct 
and set the third class rate. 

As a result of the submission by 
Edmonton, all cities in Canada will 
gain a reduction in freight rates on | 
this type of freight, and theatres | 
throughout the country also will | 
enjoy the reduced tariff. | 

While the saving to the city is 
fairly substantial, the chief bene- 
ficiaries under the ruling will be | 
theatre operators, and those en- 
gaged in the operation of other 
places of amusements, restaurant 
owners who operate a ticket cash | 
register system. 

While no definite figures are at | 
present available, it is estimated 
that many thousands of dollars will 
be saved to Canadian cities and 
theatre and amusement house oper- 
ators throughout Ge country.
